elected delegate to the Grand Lodge in 1885, and passed 
rapidly through the degrees in that organization till 
in April, 1893, he was elected Grand Master Work¬ 
man of the State. His fine voice and musical ability 
in conjunction with careful discretion and sound judg¬ 
ment, had always made him a popular brother at all 
lodge meetings, and upon his installation to the Grand 
Master’s chair they stood him in perfect stead and 
aided very materially in popularizing and extending 
the benefits of the order in new and fruitful fields. 

His exposition on the liquor question in his annual 
report has been copied and referred to many times. 
It is one of the most comprehensive fraternal reviews 
of this vexed question that has ever been written. The 
article appears in his report as follows: 

THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 

“As there is nothing which has been a more prolific 
cause of mortality and mischief to the order than in¬ 
temperance, so there has been nothing more difficult to 
deal with. 

“Where to draw the line on -this question, so as to 
keep out hazardous risks, is a perplexing one and chal¬ 
lenges the wisest legislation. 

“As we do not make anv pretense to being a strictly 
temperance organization, the good of -the order de¬ 
mands that we must be careful not to leave .the door 
open, so that men can get in who are committing sui¬ 
cide by drinking themselves to death, and the atten¬ 
tion of the members is drawn to the fact that in almost 
every subordinate lodge there are members who are 
notoriously addicted to excessive drinking, and sym¬ 
pathy on -the part of the brethren for the families of 
this class of members, alone prevents them from being 
expelled, which is one of the main causes for the high 
death rate in this jurisdiction, and which could be ob¬ 
viated if the members would follow the law, as laid 
down in the constitution. In this connection, I desire 
to say that too much credit cannot be given to our 
Grand Medical Examiner, Brother George L. Fitch, 
for his care and watchfulness of persons seeking admis¬ 
sion to our order. To him and the subordinate lodge 
committees alone should this matter be left. It is 
true that a difference of opinion exists as to what mod¬ 
eration is, and when I say that it is anything between 
a thimble-full and a barrel-full, is about as near as 
the line can be drawn in what is variously regarded as 
moderation. Our laws are strict in regard to the use 
of intoxicating liquor, and our Grand Medical Exami¬ 
ner is to be commended for his firmness in making re¬ 
jections, as the law is laid down for his guidance in 
such matters, and any one in his position who lives 
strictly up to the letter of the law must reject appli¬ 
cants upon the same grounds.” 


The following legislation from the Supreme Lodge 
of the A. O. U. W. will be of interest to all fraternal 
societies. The order is the oldest of the great fra¬ 
ternal insurance societies, and the experience and judg¬ 
ment of its legislators are seldom questioned: 

SUPREME LODGE DECISIONS. 

Grand Lodges were authorized, if they so decided, 
to provide a surplus fund not to exceed an amount 
equal to two assessments. 

It was decided to incorporate, and a charter was 
adopted. 

It was deemed detrimental to the interests of the 
order to adopt biennial isessions. 

Hereafter no suit can be brought on a claim on a 
beneficiary certificate after two years after the death of 
a member. 

It was recommended that each Grand Lodge set 
apart a portion of their sessions for memorial exer¬ 
cises in honor of their dead of the past year. 

Grand Lodges may provide by law for balloting for 
candidates before medical examinations have been re¬ 
ceived. 

A Past Master Workman belonging to a lodge, al¬ 
though he may have come from another lodge, if 
oldest in rank by reason of election In the lodge from 
whence he came, is the Senior Past Master Workman 
•in the lodge to which he belongs. 

A divorced wife cannot be a legal beneficiary; the 
children of a divorced wife, under certain conditions, 
may be beneficiaries, but a divorced wife cannot. 

A member in Ohio desired to make his certificate 
payable to a married lady, who was his step-daughter. 
It was held that she was neither a member of his fam¬ 
ily, nor dependent upon him, and the certificate could 
not be made in her favor. 

A brother serving as Master Workman becomes by 
right a Past Master Workman, and does not have to 
be installed as such to acquire the title and honors. 

When the office of Past Master Workman i*s vacant 
it is best to elect from among the Past Master Work¬ 
men of the lodge to fill the vacancy. 

All members in good standing are liable for the as- 
• sessment levied on the first of the month; consequently 
the 'beneficiaries of brothers dying after said assess¬ 
ment is levied should pay the same. 

The wife of a man kept a saloon, and it was in¬ 
quired whether he was eligible for membership. It 
was held that it must be shown whether the husband 
•had any interest in, or gave any attention to said sa¬ 
loon, to debar him from being eligible. 

It is optional with members to decline to pay dues 
or amounts assessed for the exclusive purpose of paying 
sick benefits. The only penalty which lodges can at- 
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tach to such refusal is the forfeiting of said brothers’ 
participation in such sick benefits. They cannot affect 
his membership in the order on account of such refusal. 

It was ordered that the Grand Lodge of Arizona and 
New Mexico be instituted when the conditions had 
been complied with. 

Your representatives introduced a resolution where¬ 
by funds could be temporarily borrowed from the war 
relief fund for the relief fund, thereby allowing prompt 
payment to beneficiaries, etc., which was adopted.

Items of Interest to Masons

LINCOLN PARK CHAPTER IN LITIGATION. 

1 he North End Masonic Temple in Chicago is in 
litigation. The facts in the case are thus set forth 
by a Chicago paper: 

“Proceedings in chancery have been begun in the 
circuit court to test the right of a fraternal organiza¬ 
tion to own, manage, and control real estate when the 
corporation does not do any other business. The con¬ 
tention is raised that a fraternal organization incor¬ 
porated for fraternal and social purposes which under 
that pretense owns and controls real estate is illegal. 
Should the contention be .sustained it would affect the 
ownership of a number of the large office buildings in 
the city which were built and are now conducted in a 
similar manner. The bill is filed by the Lincoln Park* 
Chapter No. 177, Royal Arch Masons, and is directed 
against Matthew J. Swatek et al. The complainant 
alleges that the North End Masonic Temple Associa¬ 
tion, which owns and conducts the building at Nos. 
615 and 617 North Clark street, was organized as a 
pretended corporation, and that its object was “to 
encourage social and fraternal relations among its mem¬ 
bers, and to promote and inculcate the principles of 
Masonry as taught in the different Masonic bodies, and 
to provide suitable and permanent accommodations for 
the same by the erection of such a building as will pro¬ 
vide halls, a library, reading-rooms, and such other 
conveniences as are requisite therefor.” It is .main¬ 
tained that these objects are clearly not the objects of 
a corporation forced for pecuniary profits. The bill 


then states that after the corporation was organized 
and the money raised for the construction of a build¬ 
ing by the sale of stock such a building was erected. 
Among the stockholders was the complainant lodge. 
Then it is contended that after the building was com¬ 
pleted stores, flats, and lodge-rooms were rented to 
various parties, and that the corporation has never held 
a meeting other than to transact the business connected 
with the rental and control of the building. The bill 
prays for an accounting, that the rights of the pretended 
stockholders in the described premises be determined, 
that the corporation be declared to have no legal exist¬ 
ence, that the property be sold by the court, and that 
the .proceeds of the sale be distributed among the 
stockholders according to the amount of stock held in 
the corporation.” 

It is alleged, we believe, that M. J. Swatek and other 
individuals have acquired the controlling interest in 
the corporation and derive the sole benefit from the 
ownership of the building, and that no advantage ac¬ 
crues to the Masonic bodies which are stockholders 
and which should, under a proper condition of affairs, 
be the chief owners and derive the greater benefits. 
Lincoln Park Chapter, of course, and presumably the 
other Masonic bodies interested do not care to longer 
participate in such a transaction which makes it neces¬ 
sary to violate the objects of the institution. The point 
of the case lies chiefly in this, that if the corporation 
adhered to its proper charitable and benevolent pur¬ 
poses the property would be justly free from taxation, 
but under the existing conditions these purposes can¬ 
not be adhered to. The Masonic bodies are wise to 
seek a dissolution of the corporation in protection of 
their own interests. They are evidently now used mere¬ 
ly as a cloak to protect individual interests. Our opin¬ 
ion is based merely on the reports of the general press 
—which we take for granted contain a correct state¬ 
ment of facts.

REBEKAH DECISIONS. 

By Grand Sire Alfred S. Pinkerton. 

23. A married woman, whose husband is not an 
Odd Fellow, is not eligible to membership in a Re¬ 
bekah lodge simply because she is the stepmother of 
an Odd Fellow. She is not the “mother” of an Odd 
Fellow within the meaning of the law of 1899. 

24. Under the provisions of Subdivision 2 of Sec¬ 
tion 6 of the “Code for the Government of Rebekah 
Lodges,” a “deceased” Odd Felow must have been in 
good standing at the time of his decease in order to 
render his daughter, sister of mother eligible, by reason 
of such relationship, to membership in Rebekah lodges. 

25. Under Subdivision 2, Section .of the “Code 
for the Government of Rebekah Lodges,'* the daughters, 
sisters and mothers of Odd Fellows in good standing, 
and of deceased Odd Fellows who are in good standing 
in the time of their decease, are eligible to membership 
in a Rebekah lodge irrespective of -the fact that they 
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may now be married to persons who are not members 
of the Order. 

26. The territorial limitation of membership as ap¬ 
plied by .the Sovereign Grand Lodge to subordinate 
lodges, has not, by it, been applicable to Rebekah 
lodges.. In the absence of local law, a woman seeking 
to obtain the Rebekah degree is not required to apply 
to the lodge nearest to her place of residence. 

27. No special law has been enacted providing for 
consolidation of Rebekah lodges, and in the absence 
of such legislation, so long as the number of members 
desiring to retain the charter of such lodge is equal 
to that prescribed by the law as the minimum number 
of petitioners to whom a charter can be given, such 
chaiter cannot be revoked by the majority, nor such 
lodge be forced to consolidate with another lodge. 

28. A Rebekah lodge cannot authorize another Re¬ 
bekah lodge to confer the degree upon a person elected 
to membership in the first-named lodge. Such degree 
can only be conferred in the lodge which received and 
acted upon the application for membership.

societies are sending forth is an honest girl, a girl 
that aims at being independent and does not end at 
being a pretense. She is a girl that brings a perfume 
of fraternity, loyalty, and charity fresh from the inner 
circle of the lodge and she .is making the whole air of 
business associations sweeter and purer from a breath 
of it. She is a girl with honesty and intensity of pur¬ 
pose, ibtit one that has learned that 'human nature 
thought in a bad way, is a very tricky thing to reform; 
she knows that the parent order has been working on 
it for a good many years but .that it is human nature 
still so she loses no time worrying over it but goes 
to work in an intelligent manner to earn an honest 
living. 

She knows that music, painting, stenography, book¬ 
keeping, clerkships, or dressmaking—any or all of 
them, pay, if one has talent and perseverence to make 
them pay, but she does not try to make them all pay. 
While in the inner circle she has listened to the expe¬ 
rience of those of her .sisters who -have made some 
one of them pay, and she has decided on the one for 
which .she is best adapted and after trying it on 'her 
friends and fortifying herself in every detail she comes 
out prepared to make it pay. And let us say right here 
that it is neither by the style of her dress nor by the 
manner of her conversation, but by the tuork she does 
that we determine the real Bachelor Girl. It is not 
every rose-tinted and ivy-sheltered cottage that shel¬ 
ters a home, neither is i-t every girl that lives alone, 
and jingles a latch key on her chatelaine that attains 
a place fn the sisterhood of the Bachelor Girl. 

It was the custom in Germany in former times for 
a young man on attaining his majority to take his 
bundle on his back, a few thalers in his pocket, and 
start out and see the world, after which he would 
settle down, generally for a lifetime, and earn his 
living in the same vocation as his fathers before him, 
and it is in 'this same spirit that the young bachelor 
girl comes out from the recluse of the lodge and the 
home and looks upon the world with the eyes of a 
woman of the world before the time and the one comes 
—and then she suddenly vanishes and is seen no more 
among those secret and mysterious haunts known only 
to the Tachelor Girl. 


The Lodge Ora.tor. 

The popular member of every lodge is always the one 
who can tell a good story in an interesting manner 
and who has a few fraternal ideas, not many, that can 
readily be placed into words when the occasion and 
the presiding officer calls for them. The man who has 
something to say, says it, and stops, is always in de¬ 
mand. We were struck by the folowing bit, of re¬ 
partee at an open meeting a few nights ago:

flagrat,o n _ he is making a speech. Too many amateur 
speakers fail to realize that words are but the symbols 
o ideas and should be spoken so that the ideas for 
which 'they , stand make an impression rather than the 
words themselves. The eye is a greater favorite than 
the ear, and the scene itself is always stronger than any 
verbose description of it, so it is imperative that we 
engrave the pictures of our ideas on our auditors’ 

minds, else we might as well refrain from tickling their 
ears. 

T,he chairman of a fraternal meeting which we once 
attended said, “One week from tonight I want twenty 
three-minute speeches from twenty members, and I 
want each speaker to express three ideas.” At the 
next meting there were more fraternal and good of the 
order sentiments given forth than we have ever heard 
at one time since. 

The long-winded speaker is never more out of place 
than when in the lodge room, but the value of speaking 
well is so great that it should form a part of every 
lodge-goer’s litany.

Some New Exceptions to the Old Rules 
In the Pla^y of Trumps. 


for a single suit having no re-entry for the hand con¬ 
tains hut an element of strength, a long, suit, and you 
are trusting partner for three things—strong trumps, 
and protection in the other suits. 


In our last two articles we have devoted our space 
to the conventions of the game, that is, to those regular 
conventionalities in the opening and continuations of 
a hand with which all whist players .should be fa¬ 
miliar; but in this article it is our purpose to devote 
our attention to those cases in which the fall of the 
cards is dominant over and suerior to all convention¬ 
alities. The longer one plays this prince of games the 
more he is brought to a forceful realization of the fact 
that there are no absolute “always” or “nevers” in the 
tactics of whist. The exceptions to rule have become 
so marked and so common in the play of our latter 
day experts in these days of crucial duplicate matches 
that one often heaves a sigh in remembrance of those 
good old .times when -the book was the only guide, and 
the rules of the “book” were good enough for us all. 

The rule to invariably lead from -the longest suit 
in the hand on the principle if the player has no 
hopes of establishing it at least he is not assisting in 
the establishing of a long suit in an opponent’s hand 
by leading short, was violated seventeen times by the 
American whist team of Boston, the present holders 
of the American Whist Leagues trophy in their late 
match with the crack long suit team of Philadelphia, 
and what is worse they beat their opponents 23 tricks 
in these same hands, too. 

The old rule of invariably leading trumps from 
five, regardless of the strength or weakness of the 
rest of the hand is another old maxim that is faring 
badly with our modern experts. In this same match 
the Philadelphia player led his fourth best trump, and 
took five tricks with the hand; Captain Ward, of the 
American team, led the supporting Jack from a two- 
card suit and he and his partner were found to have 
gathered in nine tricks when scalps were counted. 

The refusal to return partner’s trump lead was for¬ 
merly confined to two reasons—having none, and sud¬ 
den death. The modern expert views trump leads with 
much less deference and gives himself much more 
latitude in regard to the return. He may see that more 
tricks will be lost in the trump suit by returning it 
than can be won in the other suits by getting trumps 
out. Again he may have other uses for his trumps than 
leading them, especially when he has no other re¬ 
entry cards. He may also want to be sure that the 
suit being fought for is established before taking the 
last trump from partner. In the majority of cases the 
modern player returns his partner’s trump lead as 
quickly as he can, but he often saves may tricks by 
first establishing a suit or getting a force. The advice 
of Lodge Echoes to all students of whist is this: Make 
yourself master of the system you adopt, whatever 
it may be, but if you expect to win tricks, do not 
make the system master of you. In this connection a 
word about leading trumps may not be out of place. It 
is poor policy to lead strong trumps without any suit 
to play for, but it is still worse to lead weak trumps

Why, on the other hand, some men who are so un¬ 
suspicious that they will trust an acquaintance who has 
not a dollar in the world to almost any extent, will, 
nevertheless, hesitate to trust a fraternal order that 
guarantees its promises.

The Jubilee of the Uniform R^nk. 

On Saturday evening last the K. O. T. M. Tent of 
Long Beach passed in official review before State Com¬ 
mander S. W. Hall, and from the report of the Com¬ 
mander’s staff, the inspection was a most satisfactory 
one. This tent is said to be composed entirely of the 
best citizens of Long Beach, and claims to have never 
had a delinquent since its organization. 

Commander Hall gave one of those impressive ad¬ 
dresses for which he is famous, to the assembled 
Knights, who received it in true Maccabee spirit and 
cheered their popular superior to the echo.

A BANQUET AT SANTA ANA. 

Monday night the Maccabee Knights of Santa Ana 
gave an official reception to Commander Hall .

Personal Narrative of Sergeant Major T. J. 
Murphy of the 21st Regulars, U. S. A. 


HUNTING FOK GARCIA. 


There is a main highway running into the interior 
from the point, and after having carried the reserve 
arms and ammunition back into the swamps and prop¬ 
erly cached them we started down this road to hunt 
up Garcia. 

We had not gone far when we found we were 
making a mistake. The Spaniards who ran away car¬ 
ried the report with them that half the American army 
was landing at Point Sanas and a military cordon was 
draw'll across the main road about eleven miles inland 
and forces were being summoned from all over the 
southern part of the island to come and help guard it. 

“When we came up to the cordon we found not less 
than 5000 Spaniards there, working away as hard as 
whisky and whiplashes could make them, throwing up 
entrenchments and mounting them with light artillery 
to hold the fort till more help could come. 

It did not take us long to conclude that we were not 
looking for anything in that direction and Captain 
J. Findlay promptly issued that command which Mur¬ 
phy is always echoing from Appomattox, “Forward by 
the right flank.” 

“We went forward by the right flank on double 
quick time, for we had no relish for those fellows 
to find out the size of the force they were up against, 
and sunrise found us on an inland trail leading away 
through underbrush, swamps and depleted tobacco 
fields to the interior of the island. 

“About an hour later we came upon something that 
surprised us considerably. A white table-cloth was 
fastened to a cane stalk, streamer fashion, right in 
•the center of the trail. This looked like parley, but 
who we were to parley with was another question. It 
might mean treachery, but we were too anxious to find 
the Cubans to care much about that. We gathered 
around it and not knowing what else to do, our cor¬ 
poral stuck a small American flag on top of -the table 
cloth and some of the boys who had picked up a smat¬ 
tering of Spanish down in Texas called out: “Garcia, 
Americano soldat! Amigo!” and a lot of other jargon. 
In response to this a cheery voice called out, “What 
the blazes are you fellows doing here?” And who 
should come ambling out of the brush but Harvey 
Cline, a kid who used to do stunts on the Eagle when 
I was over in Brooklyn. 

He was followed out of the thicket by a dozen stal¬ 
wart negroes and a couple of Cuban planters. 

“The nigs, were mostly naked but did not show 
much sign of starvation. They looked more like prize¬ 
fighters than ‘reconcentradoes,” but only two of them, 
though, carried guns. The others were simply armed 


with a wicked looking knife hooked like a corn cutter, 
and used both to ‘hew their way through the under¬ 
brush and to carve a luckless Spaniard who happened 
to get strayed away from his troop. The two planters 
were intelligent looking fellows, but only spoke Span¬ 
ish, so we could not talk with them any. 

> “Cline told us that Garcia was away down east 
guarding some tobacco plantations and when he learned 
that we had brought over 500 Krag-Jorgensens he was 
delighted and lost no time in conveying the news to the 
planters who brightened up quickly and cried “Wenof 
weno!” several times. 

“Cline said he had come over to the island to write 
the people up for the Eagle, but when he found the 
abject state thev were in and had a taste of the Span¬ 
ish cruelty he stayed to fight for them. The party 
he was with had been wintering on the northern side 
of th island and were now on their way east to hunt 
up Garcia. 

“After another consultation we sent a couple of our 
fellows back with the nigs, to get them some guns 
and camped out on the edge of a cane field to wait 
for -them. Some of the hovs started out foraging and 
came back after a couple of hours with a plentiful sup¬ 
ply of yams which we proceeded to roast and devour 
with a relish that surprised the planters, who were ac¬ 
quainting themselves for the first time with the extent 
and flexibility of the Yankee campaigners’ appetite. 

“The heat of the Cuban sun was by this time mak¬ 
ing itself felt and we all hunted up shady spots where 
the ocean winds could find us and slept awav our first 
day in Cuba.” 

“Say, Major,” one of the bovs interrupted, “Is this 
straight goods or are you trying to work a ky-bosh on 
us ?” 

“What the deuce!” started -the Major, impatiently, 
for he was getting interested in his own narrative, 
and resented any interruption ; but he quickly recov¬ 
ered his customary nonchalence and continued: 

“Young man, when that football cabasa of yours 
is as old as Sergeant Murphy’s you will know that 
a man doesn’t lie about what other people do. He 
generally ha-s enough to do to lie about himself, and 
if you fellows think I am devoting too or three even¬ 
ings a week to telmg you kids fairy stories you have 
formed an incorrect opinion here. Anyway, young 
fellow, your wet nurse is hunting for you right now.” 

This really caused a general laugh at the kid’s ex¬ 
pense, as .he weighs 186 pounds, and is a really fine 
football player, and. nettled i-n turn, he snapped back: 

“I have a perfectly contemptible openion of soldiers’ 
yarns, anyhow.” 

“Never mind about that, young fellow,” replied the 
sergeant, Avith perfect equanimity, “I never heard an 
opinion of yours 'that wasn’t perfectly contemptible.” 

The interruption, however, broke up the story, and 
we had to wait till another evening for the continuation 
of the Major’s now famous trip to Santiago.

The following article from the pen of E. M. Guthrie, 
Record Keeper of Tent No. 2, K. O. T. M., appears 
in the November issue of the Fraternal Monitor: 

“For the past two years I have been an interested 
reader of your publication, and have gained much valu¬ 
able information therefrom. During this time you 
have devoted considerable space to the question of 
rates, a very important matter, but I think there is 
another question of equal importance to fraternal so¬ 
cieties, and that is the question of admitting none but 
good risks as members. 

“For fifteen years I have been closely connected with 
fraternal benefit societies, and have become thoroughly 
satisfied that large numbers of persons have been ad¬ 
mitted who were not physically qualified. This has 
been due to two causes: First, incompetent local ex¬ 
aminers, and second, competition for members, in which 
more attention has been paid to quantity than to qual¬ 
ity. 

“In reading the reports of the secretaries of the vari¬ 
ous societies, one cannot help but be surprised at the 
number of deaths among members who have been 
members less than two years, and who have died of 
some chronic trouble. There is no question but that 
a large portion of these members would have been 
rejected had they been examined by competent physi¬ 
cians. If a first-class examination is desired, the phy¬ 
sician must be paid a fair price for his services. ‘A 
dollar fee will secure a dollar examination,’ which 
will certainly not be of the best.”
